United States going bock to Benjamin Harrison. 

She set a style for presidential daughters which 

not all achieved. * 
Much as she protests, she likes birthdays as a 
. time to seo relatives and friends. She also likes ■ 

to blowout the candles on her birthday cake, but 

she never makes a wish. 
The legendary "Princess Alice," for whom 

(he song "Alice Blue Gown" was written, has 

been a sought-after guest by presidents of both 



parties, and she numbered the late presidents 
Kennedy and Johnson among her friends. 

She considers Nixon' a "personal friend," 
voted for him and calls him "level headed." 

In turn, he lavishly praises her as the "most 
fascinating conversationalist of our time." 

Her memory is fantastic. But It is her cutting 
wit, sparing no one, that has been her 
trademark, along with her broad brimmed hats. . 

She reserved her most add comments for her 
cousins Franklin and Eleanor Roosevelt- and 
delighted In mimicking the former first lady. In 
theFORero, she went to the White House often, 
but politically supported Roosevelt's Republi- 
can rivals. .......... . ' 

And yet, one of her most quoted remarks was 
■ a description of the late Thomas Dewey, the 
Republican presidential candidate defeated 
by Truman In IMS: "The little man on the 
wedding cake."

Asked if he would use Dean as a witness if he 
thought the former White House counsel was a 
liar, Joworski replied: 

"No, I would not. . .if we believe John Dean's 
veracity was subject to question, we will not use 
him as a witness." 

No leaked documents or secret tapes are 
needed to determine whether Dean is a liar. We 
have the public record. 

On Nov. 5, 1573, Richard Een-Veniste of the 
special prosecutor's staff came before Judge 
John Sirica. In open court to break . some 
damaging news in as gentle a way as he could. 
"Members of our staff interviewed Mr. Dean 
and questioned him with respect to the contents 
of Mr. Hunt's safe," Ben-Venistc said. "Mr. 
Dean related that at some time in late January, 
1973, hc-fliscovercd a file folder in- his office- 
contai ning the President's estate plan, two, 
iuhd notebooks with cardboard covers 
and lined pages containing some handwriting. 
Dean at that time recalled that these had come 
from Howard Hunt's safe." 

The prosecutor passed along with a straight 
face Dean's assurances that he had never even 
'looked at the contents 'of-'thc notebooksbvthe - 
safe, which had not been turned over to the FBI. 
And what did Dean do with these notebooks that 
he casually "discovered" while presumably 
thumbing Idly through n file? 

Dean's admission that he had deliberately 
destroyed evidence was only a small bombshell, 
a oneway story that was quickly forgotten since
